PrrrsBTJBO, Feb. 13.—B. F. Jones, 
chairman of the national republican com- 
mittee, has received a letter from Mr. 
Blaine declining to allow his name to be 
presented to the national republican con- 
vention as a candidate for the presi- 
dency. 


The following is a part of Blaine's lat- 
ter bearing on the subject: 


FI.OBBN-CE, Italy, Jan. 25, 1888.—B. 
F. JOKES, Esq., Chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committe—SIB: I wish 
through you to state to the members of 
the republican party that my name will 
not be presented to the national conven- 
tion called to assemble in Chicago June 
next for the nomination of candidates 
for president and vice-president of the 
United States. 


I am constrained to this decsiion by 
considerations entirely personal to my- 
self, of which you were advised more 
than a year ago. 
But I can not make 
the announcement without giving ex- 
pression to my deep senee of gratitude 
to the many thousands of my country- 
men who 
have sustained 
me 
so 
long and so 
cordially 
that 
their 
feeling has seemed to go beyond the or- 
dinary political adherence of fellow par- 
tisans and to partake somewhat of the 
nature of personal 
attachment. 
For 
this most generous loyalty of friendsUip 
I can make no adequate return, but I 
shall carry the memory of it while life 
lasts. 


JOHN SHEBHAN TALES. 


CoiiUMiics, O., Feb. 18.—John Sher- 
man, who is in the city, on hearing that 
Mr. Blaine would not allow his name to 
be utied before the Chicago convention 
said he had been expecting some such 
utterance from Mr. Blaine for some 
time. 
He had understood it would be 
forthcoming. Mr. Blaine was one of the 
foremost Americans,^whom,every repub- 
lican would have delighted to honor and 
it was H source of regret that^he had not 
concluded to make the race again. 


Mr. Sherman did not care to talk 
about Mr. Blaine's letter and thought 
it would cause a number of other candi- 
dates to come to the front. 
He pro- 
posed to take the race for the Ohio dele- 
gation and would contest honorably for 
the nomination. 
Mr, Blaine was a re- 
publican who could sweep the country 
if nominated, but he had undeistood all 
along that he would not again seek the 
nomination. It was on this hypothesis 
that he (Sherman) had entered the lists. 


NEW TOBK PBBSS COMMENTS. 


NEW 
YOKE, Feb. 13.—LA regard to 
Blaiae's letter, the Tribune says: "We 
regret the decision profoundly, since we 
have believed he would command more 
votes in the doubtful states than any 
other rer-ublican yet proposed, " 


The Times says: "A variety of cir- 
onmstanoes conspire to throw a visible 
shade of doubt over Mr. Blaiae's actual 
meaning." After referring to the ex- 
traordinary activity of the republican 
clubs all over the country, which they 
sav are Blaine clubs, the Times 
says: 
" This conspicuous political faot belies 
the words Mr. Blaine writes from Flor- 
ence and makes his letter almost ridicu- 
lous. A machine of such unusual pro- 
portions, so carefully elaborated and 
put 
together, 
has 
not 
been 
set up on the mere chance that Blaine 
would be a candidate, or might be per- 
suaded to be a candidate, and it will not 
be taken apart or turned over to the 
service of any of Blaine's rivals, merely 
because Blame has written a letter to 
Chairman Jones stating his name will 
not be presented to the nominating con- 
vention. 
If when the Chicago conven- 
tion adjourns, Mr. Blaine shall discover 
that he is the nominee, nothing will be 
easier than for him to write another let- 
ter to Joties or Jones' successor." 


The ^eraW says: 
"The republican 
party has many leaders ready for the 
campaign. New England has presented 
Hawiey with a strong following and the 
advantage of a mériterions, civil and 
military career. In New York we have 
Evarts and a score of statesmen. 
The 
west will send many candidates, with 
John Sherman easily in the lead, and 
unless enthusiasm is aroused by the 
name and glory of Sheridan, nothing 
sbo ild disturb the republican political 
calculations. 
John 
Sherman 
will 
probably take the place as leader, which 
Blaine surrenders. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Mr. Blaine's 
letter was the leading topic of political 
gossip to-day. 
Blaine's avowed friends 
in congress show a desire not to express 
their opinions, but intimate that the let- 
ter only 
emphasizes a disiuolînation 
which he has shown to press his cliiims 
for nomination. 


The prominent men, known as Blaine's 
opponents, say the letter is an acintU 
withdrawel on his part from the presi 
dential race. 


.TONES TAIIKS. 


PITTSBUBO, .^a., Feb. 13.-~Hon. Ben 
Jones, the chairman of the republican 
national committee, stated that 
Mr. 
Blaine was in the beet of health and it 
w as not for this reason he declined a re- 
nomination. His trip, said he, had won- 
derfully benefited him. He said he had 
many letters from him and in nearly all 
he 
has spoken of his health and 
said 
he 
was 
entirely 
recovored, 


'*No, sir; it is not ill-health, nor fear 
of the result or worry and strain of an 
other campaign that impelled Mr. Blaine 
to write that letter. Be withdraws from 
the contest because he has no wish to be 
oome president and he talks of work in 
the literary field and wants rest and 
qniet. I assure yon these are the only 
reasons for Mr. Blaine's letter that are 
known to me."

AFTER EIGHT TEARS 


In the Ohio Penitentiary a Life Convict 
is Pardoned. 


COLUMBUS. Ohio, Feb. 13.—After serv- 
ing eight years in the penitentiary on a 
life sentence, Conrad Bautebach was 
Saturday pardoned by the governor. 
The judge that sentenced Bautebach, as 
well as the jury and prosecuting attor- 
ney, now believe that an innocent man 
was convicted, and but for Governor^ 
Foster, who commuted his sentence to 
imprisonment for life, ^ he would have 
been huDg. 


He was received on a life sentence 
from Shelby county in April, 1888, for 
killing a man at Hardin, he having pre- 
viously been sentenced to hang. 
His 
seuience was commuted at the time by 
Governor Foster to imprisonment for 
life 
It is believed by those who signed 
the apphoation for his pardon that it was 
a case of mistaken identity, After be- 
ing released he appeared at the office of 
Governor Foiaker, and in tears expressed 
his appreciation of the clemency shown 
him. 


SHOT BYJURGLARS. 


A Wealthy Illinois Man Assassinated 
by Burglars Who Enter Els 
Residence fer Robbery. 


MABISSO, IU., Feb. 13.—George W. 
Guthrie, one of the wealthiest and best 
known citizens of southeaatern Illinois, 
was found dead in his house yesterday. 
He was lying on the floor with a bullet 
hole through his heart. The pockets of 
his clothes had been rifled of B36 in 
money, his gold watch and chain and 
other articles. An unsuccessful attempt 
was made to drill into the safe in the 
room. It is supposed he heard the bur- 
glar and went to the room with his pis- 
tol drawn and was overpowered and mur- 
dered.

locomotive 
works 
of 
the 
Yennsylvauia company at Altoona, Re- 
nova, Alleghany City and Wilkesbarre, 
Pa., and Wellsville, Ohio, and the com- 
pany has recently placed a large order 
with the Baldwin locomotive works, be- 
cause they found themselves unable to 
finish it within the required time." 


"How many locomotives 
does the 
Pennsylvania company expect to turn 
out of their various shops this year?" 


"That question I aia not prepared 
to answer," was the reply "because 
I 
am 
not familiar 
enough 
with 
the 
company's 
business 
in 
this 
respect. Our shops here are turning 
out three new locomotives every month 
and we may be able to build thirty-eight 
before the year closes. Some of the 
other shops will do better than this. 
Our shops here employ 1,100 men in all 
the departments, but some of the other 
works of the company are much larger. 
The one at Altoona, Pa., employs 7,000 
men. So you see the company has a 
large capacity for the manufacturing of 
locomotives and every one of these 
places will be kept as busy as they can 
be until the close of the year. Yes, 
locomotive building is on the boom this 
year and 1888 will not witness many 
idle men in this great industry of the 
country."

ETerything was managed in Amster- 
dam by corporations. 
The idea of the 
sacredness of 
corporate rights 
and 
privileges was 
firmly 
planted in 
the 
Dutch mind. 
These numerous bodies 
were virtually self-seleeted 
An oli- 
garchy ruled in each department 
The 
character of their government is seen 
in the way the East India Company 
managed their possession in the Eastern 
Archipelago. 
To secure the monopoly 
of the spice trade they caused all the 
clove trees to be extirpated, except in 
Amboyna, the seat of their 
power, 
bribing the surrounding princes to en- 
ter into a league with them to destroy 
their subjects' property. 
At one time 
they gained the exclusive command of 
the pepper trade. 
Pepper was imme- 
diately raised to eight shillings a pound, 
one hundred per cent, higher than the 
Portuguese prices. 
It is supposed that 
they made a profit of 3,800 per cent on 
this article alona 
English settlers did 
not scruple to declare that in 1662 the 
Dutch authorities at Amboyna, in their 
terror lest foreign intrigue should oust 
them out of the nest they were rob- 
bing, practiced tortures 
worthy 
of 
PhUip IL and Alva. 


To prevent any criticism from the 
jealousy of the other Dutch ports, the 
East India Company di tributed their 
stock among the principal towns of the 
united provinces, in each of which was 
a handsomely paid board of directors, 
possessing a share of the patronage 
proportioned 
to the stock they held. 
Amsterdam 
kept the supreme direc- 
tion, for out of 
these 
subordinate 
chambers a board of seventeen direct- 
ors was chosen, who met for six years 
at Amsterdam and two at Middloburg, 
Thus all the leading capitalists in Hol- 
land were directly concerned in the 
company's affairs. 
Instead of 
enrich- 
ing their own country and the Asiatic 
world by opening up a great oriental 
trade, the Dutch East India Company 
thought 
only of getting the highest 
possible prices for the exclusion of ali 
competition. 
Their 
immense 
ware- 
houses at Amsterdam, 
their imposing 
name, and the mystery ever attached 
to the East, led to the exaggerated idea 
of their importance. 
They worked a 
trade that could easily have employed 
several millions with a capital of £542,- 
000. 


In their most prosperous day from 
1614-1730, the n^'mber of their ships 
from India in the course of the year 
did not average 
a ore than fourteen. 
This style of doing trade explains the 
excessively heavy du(»>} that the Amster- 
dam authorities imposi^d oa every arti- 
cle of traffic. 
It is assevted that many 
things paid duty thert three or four 
times over. Bread was tsxed when the 
corn came from the mil;; 
and again 
when the loaves came from the oren. 
There were taxes on butt^r, fish, and 
fruit, while the duties levied on meat, 
salt, beer, wine, and spirit.*, were as 
high as one hundred per cei t. 
Kents 
paid a tax of twenty-five per cent.; in 
fact, there was scarcely anything that 
escaped taxation except that which de- 
pleted the country of its capital—the 
speculation of its merchants in the pub- 
lic fund of other nations. 
For, owing 
to the acf^umulation of <?apital and the^ 
way taxation ate up profits, the Amster- 
dam merchants put the greater part of 
their surplus capital 
into 
foreign 
stocka In fact, the difficulty of 
finding 
an advantageous 
return of money in 
Holland was so great that its capitalists 
preferred to lend vast sums of money 
to individuals in foreign countries, both 
regularly as loans at interest and in the 
shape of goods at long credit

see that 
he had not done thi;3 before, 
as he seemed startled to find that even 
at the moderate estimate he had made 
the total ex];enseH for rent, clerk hire, 
and living 
of the several 
partners 
amounted to i?8.20(). 


"Now for the 
amount of business," 
said L 


"Oh, as to that," 
he replied, 
"we 
hope to sell ¿^300,000 Avorth of goods a 
year." 


"But what amount 
of trade do all of 
you at present intluence? 
Make, now, 
a careful estimate 
of tho business you 
can rely upon with some degree of cer- 
tainty. " 
He did so, and 
to his sur- 
prise, it did not quite reach $120,000. 


"Now, what profit can you average 
upon 
that?" 
After some 
debate it 
was fixed at seven and a half per cent 
— $9,375. 


"Now, what shall we call tho losses?" 
The latter was settled at two and a 
half per cent, 
on sales, amounting to 
$3,125, leaving the net income- $6,250, 
or $1,950 less than enough to pay his 
estimated 
expenses. 
The young man 
left, proposing 
to show the estimate 
to his associates, 
and after figuring a 
while without arriving at a more satis- 
factory result, 
they 
abandoned 
the 
undertaking.

if all, when al:)Out to embark m trade, 
would thus boldly look at the figures, 
instead of »^lo-iiug their eyes and hop- 
imj for the best, there would be fewer 
failures amontr business men and les* 
complaint tbat "trade is overdona"

Mineral Waters. 


The water of many springs holds in 
solution saline, earthly, and metallic in- 
gredients. 
Such springs are found in 
most parts of the earth, each differing 
from the other, more or less, in the 
character, quantity, and combination 
of the constituents' 
Indeed, as at Sar- 
atoga, there may be essential differ- 
ences in the waters of springs at but a 
short distance from each other. 


The principal constituents are soda, 
magnesia, lime, iron, and lithium, com- 
bined with various acids. 
In some 
there is free carbonic acid, so that 
the water resembles the manufactured 
carbonated water of our so-called "soda 
fountains." 
There may be, 
also, in 
smaller quantities one or more of a 
dozen other minerals. 
Some springs 
are hot, and their temperature increases 
their value, especially for bathing pur- 
poses. 


The springs generally contain a mix- 
ture of several 
mineral 
constituents, 
but they are classified according to the 
predominant one, which in the main, 
determines the class of cases to which 
the water is suited, though its action is 
modified by that of the lesser ingre- 
dients. 


In one class, the chief ingredient is 
common salt, chloride of sotlium. Since 
salt enters into the tissues of the body, 
and largely into the gastric juice, it 
must 
have 
important 
therapeutical 
uses. 
It stimilates the action of the 
bowels and the general circulation. 
Ln 
this class of springs the action of the 
salt is usually modified by 
carbonio 
acid, which is also ft)uud in them. 


The water of a second class of springs 
is alkaline, and has carbonate of soda, 
which differs not greatly from our cook- 
ing soda, for its chief ingredient. 
This, 
too, is a constituent of the body, and 
the water aids in digestion, corrects 
acidity, favors the action of the kidneys, 
and helps to promote vital changes in 
the system. 
The doses of all alkalies 
should be small. 


In a third class, iron predominates. 
This favors the formation of blood, the 
production of beat and general nutri- 
tion. 


In a fourth class, the special constit- 
uent is sulphur, which is sought, among 
other ailments, for numerous cutane- 
ous affections. 


In the fifth, the chief 
constituents 
are carbonate and sulphate of lime, and 
carbonate of magnesia, and are of use to 
persons having digestive troubles, with 
a tendency to acidity, diarrhiea, and ir- 
ritability of the mucuous membrane. 


These waters, as bottled up at the 
springs, are sold by druggists, are in 
themselves equally potent; but a large 
part of the b-iieit of a visit, say to Sar- 
atoga 
Springs, is in the 
change of 
scene, surroundings, etc. 
Much, also, 
is due to copious 
drinking, 
which 
washes out tho stouaacli, and variously 
relieves the system. 
But to have the 
full benefit of mineral 
waters, 
one 
should be guided by the advice of an 
intelligent physician. Without it, harm 
may result, instead of health.—Com- 
panion.

There were taxes on butter, fish, ani 
fmit, while the duties levied on meat, 
salt, beer, wine, and spirits, were as 
high as one hundred percent Bents 
paid a tax of twenty-five per cent.; in 
f am,' there was scarcely anything that 
escaped taxation except that which de- 
pleted the country of its capital—the 
apeonlatioa of its merchants in the pub 
li'i fund of other nations. For, owing 
to the accumulation of capital and th< 
way taxation ate np profits, the Amster-

The water of many springs holds in 


solution saline, earthly, and metallic in- 
gredients. Such springs are found in 
most parts of the earth, each differing 
from the other, more or less, in the 
character, quantity, and combination 
of the constituents. Indeed, as at Sar- 
atoga, there may bo essential differ- 
ences in tho waters of spriugs at but a 
short distance from each other. 


The principal constituents are soda, 


magnesia, lime, iron, and lithium, com- 
bined with various acids. 
In some 


there is free carbonic acid, so that 
the water resembles the manufactured 
carbonated water of our so-called "soda 
fountains." Thero may be, also, in 
smaller quantities, one or more of a 
dozen other minerals. 
Some springs 


are hot, and their temperature increases 
thoir value, especially for bathing pur- 
poses. 


The springs generally contain a mix- 


rare of several mineral constituents, 
bnt they are classified according to the 
predominaut one, which in the main, 
determines the class of cases to which 
the water is suited, though its action is 
modified by that of the lesser ingre- 
dients. 


In one class, the chief ingredient ia 


common salt, chloride of sodium. Since 
salt enters into the tissues of the body, 
and largely into the gastric juice, it 
must hare important therapeutical 
uses. It simulates the action of the 
bowels and the general circulation. IB 
this class of springs the action of the 
salt is usually modified by carbonio 
and, which is also found in them. 


The water of a second class of spring* 


is alkaline, and has carbonate of soda, 
which differs not greatly from our cook- 
ing soda, for its chief ingredient. This, 
too, is a constituent of the body, and 
the water aids in digestion, corrects 
acidity, favors the action of the kidneys, 
and helps to promote vital changes in 
the system. The doses of all alkalies 
should be small. 


In a third class, iron predominates. 


This favors the formation of blood, the 
production of heat and general nutvi* 
tion. 


In a fourth class, the special constit- 


uent is sulphur, which is sought, among 
other ailments, for numerous ontane 
ous affections. 


In the fifth, the chief constituents 


are carbonate and sulphate of lime, am 
carbonate of magnesia, and arc of use to 
persons having digestive troubles, with 
a tendency to acidity, diarrhoea, and ir- 
ritability of the muonoos membrane. 


These waters, as bottled np at tha 


springs, are sold by druggists, are in 
themselves equally potent; bnt a large 
part of the benefit of a visit, say to Sar- 
atoga Springs, is in the change of 
wane, surroundings, etc. Much, also, 
s due to copious drinking, whiel 
washes out the stomach, and variously 
relieves the system. But to have the 
full benefit of mineral waters, one 
should be guided by the advice of an 
ntelligent physician.
